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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a first office action in response to application no. 10/685,848 filed on October 
15 th 2003 in which claims 1-19 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 4 recites.the limitation "sub-image" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 1-3, 10-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hanko et al. (US Patent no. 6493041). 

Regarding claim 1 , Hanko discloses the same method of detecting intrusion in an area 
by analysis of time-sequential image frames from at least one image sensor, comprising 
the steps of taking a current image (See Hanko's Abstract, col. 2, lines 31-44), dividing 
the current image into a plurality of cell images, each cell image being a portion of the 
current image comprising a plurality of adjacent pixels (See Hanko col. 2, lines 37-44, 
col. 5, lines 59-63), blurring the cell image, storing a value representing the blurred cell 
image in a stack of a plurality of time-sequential cell values (See Hanko col. 6, lines 14- 
41 , and col. 8, lines 31-33), incrementing the stack such that an oldest cell value is lost 
when the value is added to the stack (See col. 8, lines 33-44), computing a sliding 
average of the plurality of cell values in the stack (See col. 6, lines 45-50), computing a 
difference between the cell value from the current image and the sliding average, 
reporting a detection if the difference exceeds a defined lower threshold or a defined 
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upper threshold, repeating the method of taking a current image frame (See col. 6, lines 
50-67 and col. 7, lines 44-57). 

As per claim 3, a visual light in Hanko's camera 1 10 is considered an inherent feature 
for filming at night. 

As per claim 10, Hanko provides in fig. 5, in col. 10, line 50-67 to col. 1 1 , line 67 a 
computer system wherein computer 500 can send message through a network which 
will facilitate the reporting of the detection. 

As per claims 11-15, and 17-19, most of the limitations of these claims have been noted 
in the above rejection of claim 1 and 10. In addition, Hanko's intrusion detecting motion 
will generate alarm based on motion conditions as described in col. 8, lines 1-4, lines 
45-67, col. 9, lines 1-16 and col. 11, lines 8-58). 

As per claim 16, Hanko's step of defining degree of change in col. 7, lines 37-65 will 
determine whether to mask cells based on detection. 

6. Claims 5-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Wen (US Patent no. 6424371) teaches intelligent video monitor. 

Foote et al. (US Patent no. 7015954) teaches automatic video system using multiple 

cameras.
